Claim 8 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to show a pivoting seat apparatus for use with a vehicle including a third 
member, intermediate the first and second members, incorporating a plurality of arcuate 
slots formed therein and adapted for rotational sliding engagement with at least one of 
the first and second members, such that the pins of the second member extend through 
the plurality of arcuate slots of the third member and engage the arcuate slots of the first 
member, wherein the pins control the rotational movement of the second member with 
respect to the first member, in combination with other specifically claimed features.
